HAS A KEEN INSIGHT INTO MU 


NICIPAL AFFAIRS. 


THt FACTS GIVEN ARE SALIENT 


He States Conditions in a Manner 


That Bars Any Contrary 


Opinions. 


As the spring election draws near- 
er men ol independent thought arc 
favoring a business reform in city 
affairs nntl what is better still, they 
have shown a willingness to let the 
Municipal league point the way. 


But, the report is undoubtedly well 


founded, mat the league representa- 
tives have had other matters to han- 
dle. 


The Observer believes that after 


the track Is cleared there will be 
plenty of good men found to fill the 
offices. This opinion 1» strengthened 
by acquaintance with men of all par- 
ties, and I have yet to find a tax 
payer who Is In favor of more taxes, 
or who expects relief from any other 
source than through tho adoption and 
carrying Into effect of league princi- 
ples at the spring, election. 


Question of Candidates 


Tho mayoralty ranks first or at 
least equally Important with that of 
alderman, for the reason that tho 
common council is composed Jointly 
of the mayor and the aldermen. And 
the Observer Knows no reason why 
the personnel of tho mayor should 
be of greater inportanco than that 
of the aldermen. He certainly ought 
to possess a fair understanding or 
city affairs; ho ought to stand for 
tho enforcement of reform 
princi- 


ples; he ought to have the nerve to 
defend the public treasury, and there 
Is co doubt but what he must be avail- 
able as a candidate. 
This Is not a 


complete statement of the case but 
It will pass for off hand. 


Even the captivating rose, by any 


other name.-would still retain Its fra- 
grance.'and tho honest voter should 
.be prepared to yield prejudice for 
.the public good. The system against 
which public opinion Is now arrayed 
and which bas more than once sup- 
plied the temptation for breach '•i 
trust. cannot».<» ho revoked In a day, 
although It has received a blow from 
which It will not recover during tho 
present generation.

If so, they should have 
presented their case to the legisla- 
ture Instead of the grand jury. 


As a matter of fact, however, there 


appears to be an unwritten, law exist- 
ing In cities everywhere that certain 
latitude is permissible In the realm 
of sporting so called, and that the 
"closed" policy Is not the 
proper 


thing when all the circumstances are 
weighed. 
Under this view of the 


case there is a sort of rivalry be 
tween cities to see which one can 
outdo the other In catering to the 
"sports" and steering clear of 
the 


law. 
Mayors are elected upon this 


sole Issue In many instances but even 
tho best of them are still subject to 
the law and to that extent at least 
the law exerts a wholesome inlluence 
It canot bo that tho Inhabitants* o 
Janesvllle are so lost to decency 
as 


to demand that flagrant temptations 
shall be encouarged 
promlsclotisl> 


and in defiance of the public morals 
Upon the other hand the Observer 
Is not awaro of any attempt to regu 
late the morals of the city. 


If such an Issue should enter into 


the spring campaign it will coma In 
tho forms of a challenge from the so- 
called sport fraternity and in that ev- 
ent It will have to bo met by each 
voter as ho casts his ballot.

pioneers of this city, died at his farm 
home near Urooklyn, \Vls., Thursday 
nlglit at tho advanced age of eighty- 
four years.

Prof. 
T. L. Wright. of Scloit col- 


lege. gave his fourth" lecture before 
the — Jancsvlllc Art League at the 
High scnool building on Friday after- 
noon. 
Instead of speaking on Creole 


Comedy, as had been planned. Prof. 
Wright chose the broader subject of 
"The Worldllness of Greek 
Liter- 
ature." He has also made some chang- 
es In his plans for the remaining two 
lectures In the series. 
Both will be 


Illustrated with stereoptlcon 
views 


and the next lecture 'will be on the 
Olympic Games xvhlle the concluding 
one will lie A Resume of the Chief 
Types of Greek Sculpture. 


Writers Were Worldy Men 
In his lecture of yesterday. 
Prof. 


Wright's object was to show that 
there was n Worldliness which char- 
acterized all lines of Greek litera- 
ture. 
This Worldliness is not to be 


Interpreted as frivolity but as an act- 
ive Interest In the affairs of the world. 
The great Greek writers were not men 
of the cloister and of the secluded 
study but men of the world. 
This 


was true equally of the poets the play 
writers, the historians and the ora- 
tors and philosophers; a fact which 
the speaker proved by giving a brief 
summary of the leading 
figures In 
each of these groups. 
Ho also read 
passages from the pens of the differ- 
ent writers which 
Illustrated his 
thought. 


Gay Life of Poets 


Of the poets. Homer was chief. Ho 
was not a man of the cloisters 
but 


of the world. 
Ho was up to the 


times and appreciated the fact that 
men like the newest song best. 
Hes- 


io<I was a hard-handed toller, an agri- 
culturalist who anticipates all 
the 


burden of Kansas and the Dakotas In 
his book: "The Works and Days." He 
was a pessimist and another queru- 
lous writer was Archllochos. 
the 
warrior colonist, few of whose satires 
remain. 
Xo' place suited him and he 


•wandered from place to place. 


Sapho a Club Woman 


Even the Greek elegies never attain 
the repose of 
the English elegies. 
They are full of action. 
If Homer 
Is the poet of Greece, Sapho 
Is the 
poetess. 
Sho was no blue-stocking 
and was not feminine In her writings. 
She was the first woman of the world, 
the first club women. 
Sho gathered 


young girls together and taught thorn 
She was a woman of tho world but 
in her writings there breathes 
no 
air of the conventional drawing room. 


Fond of Show 
Alcacus was a gay dudlsh fellow, 


fond of military millinery and of dash- 
Ing adventures. 
In contrast to him 
Is the greater lyric pool. Pindar, who 
came at a later time and who was a 
man of study, burning the midnight 
oil. 
He surpasses Milton In 
his 


elaborate meter and mythical allus- 
ions but he faces political problems 
and deals with them with his pen. He 
loved splendor ami his favorite sub- 
ject was victory In Grecian games and 
bo wrote often of the turmoil of 
the 
race track. 


Historians Not Recluses 
The Greek historians were cosmo- 
politans. telling of events In 
which 


they had shared. 
They did not sit In 


their studies and write their histor- 
ies by tho present collaborators- meth- 
od. 
Herodotus was a traveller, pry- 
Ingly visiting sacred places, where he 
was not wanted and talkatlvely telling 
things which people do not care to 
hear. 
Xenopbon was a restless ex- 
plorer and Thucydides, the least Im- 
passioned and most accurate of the 
historians, was a miner. 


Dramatists Were Worldy 
That the dramatists were worldly 
is to bo expected for the theater has 
always been a placo where religion 
is close to sin and where literature 
descends to please popular taste. The
